LOCAL ROADS FOR LONG HAUL 


Highways Now Being Improved Should 
Be ‘Designed to Care for tn- 
crease in Traffic.

(Prepared by the-United States Department 
: of Agriculture.) 


The United States is now in a period 
of great highway development, and-in 
a few years many’ roads, which, now 
carry only local traffic originating 


. largely within five or ten miles. of the 


road, will. be carrying a large percent- 
age of through traffic, much of it com- 
ing from outside the state. This is 
the opinion of officials of the bureau 
of public roads, United States Depart: 
ment of Agriculture, based upon the 
report of two traffic censuses taken by 
the bureav in co-operation with the 
state highway department of Connecti- 
cut. 

The roads selected were Part of a 
fairly complete system of highways. 
The first census showed an average’of 


© 2,907 passenger cars and 281 trucks 


passing the recording station a day; 
and the second, 3,882 cars and 511 
trucks... Forty-seven per cent of the 
cars came from within the state. 
Drivers. were. questioned as to length 
of ‘travel for the day, and results 
showed average figures of 70 miles'and 
52.4 miles for the two censuses. 

The average haui for truck traffic 
was 47.5 miles, some of them hauling 
a distance of 250 miles. Officials point 
out that traffic of this nature has de- 
veloped in a peridd of something like 
ten years,on a road whfch prior to

PIGMIES OF POULTRY WORLD 


Bantam Breeds Have Distinct Utility 
Value for Egg Production for 
Family Use. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Thé Bantam breeds gained their 
Popularity as ornamental fowl and as 
playthings for children and grown-ups, 
but, says ‘the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, they haye also 
a distinct utility value for egg pro- 
duction for family use. There is also 
a good demand for eggs*for hatching 
and for breeding stock of good qual- 
ity. Because of their small size these 
pigmy breeds often have the advantage 
over larger fowls where only a very 
Small space is available for the flock. 
They are easy for children to handle. 
and the ownership of a few Bantams 
often is the beginning of a real interest 
in poultry raising. \ 

The various breeds. of Bantams, their 
characteristics, and methods of..man- 
agement are discussed in Farmers’ 
Bulletin 1251, The Bantam Breeds and 
Varieties, the fifth of a series op 
Standard Varieties of Chickens. The 
various breeds, says the bulletin, have 
not been raised with the idea of egg 
production and, as a result, the aver- 
age is not very high, probably around 
175 eggs in a year. The eggs vary 
in size, as do the different Bantam 
breeds, ranging from 12 ounces a doz- 
en to 18 or 20 ounces. The color of 
the eggs runs from white to dark 
brown. Some of the breeds have a 
tendency to lay for a fairly long peri- 
od, but the Brahmas, Cochins and 
Silkies are apt to be bropgdy. Since 
Many of the8Se kinds have been de-

veloped from the larger standard 
breeds they have many of the same 
characteristics. Ny 

Reports. collected from Bantam 
breeders show that the average hen 
will eat from 25 to 35 pounds of feed 
in a year, which is about one-half as 
much as a hen of the Mediterranean 
breeds or one-third as much as a hen 
of the larger breeds would eat.

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PROMISING NEW TREATMENT FOR 
ERADICATION OF SAN JOSE SCALE 


San Jose Scale With Larvae and Adult Beetles Feeding on Them—A, Adult 
Beetle; B, Larvae; C, Pupa; All Enlarged.

' The San Jose scale is just now ex- 
ceedingly abundant and destructive in 
many orchards in the Bentonville, 
(Ark.) section, and growers state they 
are unable to adequately control the 
pest with the usual dormant tree treat- 
ments with lime-sulphur spray. While 
the bureau of entomology believes 
that thorough spraying with dormant 
tree strength of lime sulphur will con- 
trol the’ San Jose scale, yet to meet 
the desire of orchardists for other than 
lime-sulphur treatments, a number of 
experiments with sprays were under- 
taken. The purpose of the present 
article is to c&ill attention to’ results 
secured in the treatment of the scale 
by the use of a spray containing 2 
per cent of lubricating or engine oil 
emulsified with potash fish-oil soap. 


Remarkably Effective Spray. 


The careful experiments in Florida 
by W. W. Yothers with various sprays 
for the control of citrus scale insects 
and the orange white fly, as published 
in Farmers’ Bulletin 938, resulted in a 
formula of engine-oil spray which has 
been found remarkably effective in 
view of the small amount of oil used, 
namely, 1 per cent, emulsified with 
potash fish-oil soap. Mr. Yothers found 
that any one of several oils of the 
lubricating type, when thoroughly 
emulsified and used at the dilution in- 
dicated, was quite effective against 
these scale ‘insects and the white fly, 
and these sprays have now come into 
large commercial use in Florida. 

The. surprising efficiency of a spray 
containing such a low per cent of oil 
suggested the desirability of testing 
sprays of this character against the 
San Jose scale. The abundance and 
destructiveness of the scale in the 

mtonville section of Arkansas and 


the«desire of growers for other than, 


lim phur sprays, has offered ex- 
cellent’ opportunity for testing various 
dilutions of engine oil sprays against 
this pest. The experiments were car- 
ried out by A. J. Ackerman, of the 
office of deciduous fruit insect -inves- 
tigations, and have included tests of 
lubricating oils of a strength of from 
one-half per cent to 4 per cent or 5 
per cent, thoroughly emulsified with 
potash fish-oil soap. The results 
showed praetically complete killing of 
the scale by one thorough application 
of the spray of a strength as low as 
2 per ¢ent of oil. Orchardists have 
been so pleased with the resuits that 
the 2 per cent oil spray will be ex- 
tensively used in their present neces- 
sity of bringing the pest under subjec- 
tion. 


Injary by Oil Spray. 

A point yet to be established in con- 
nection with the present experiments 
is the possibly injury from (oil spray 
which may result to the trees, twigs, 
or fruit buds, and séveral seasons’ ex- 
perience will be necessary before a 
final decision on this question can be 
reached. In view of the experience in 
Florida in spraying citrus trees in 


jafter which the proper quantity of 


foliage with 1 per cent of oil, it is felt 
that dormant deciduous trees will prob- 
ably stand without injury one annual 
treatment containing 2 per cent of oil. 

In order to render the treatment 
available to orchardists who may wish 
to test it on a small scale, the follow- 
ing directions for making the stock 
emulsion are given: 


Formula for Stock Emulsion. 


Red Engine Oil, or oil of similar 
grade 


The oil, water and soap are placed 
in a kettle or other receptacle and 
heated until the contents come to a 
boil. A brown scum appears on the 
surface of the mixture as it first be- 
gins to boil. After boiling for a few 
minutes the brown scum begins to dis- 
appear and at this stage the kettle is 
removed from the fire and the entire 
mixture is pumped twice under pres- 
sure of about 60 pounds while still very 
hot. A proper emulsion cannot be 
made by stirring nor should the mix- 
ture be allowed to cool before it is 
pumped. Too much pumping will often 
break up the emulsion. During pump- 
ing, ordinary pump packing is burnt 
up rather quickly by the hot oil mix- 
ture. For making the stock emulsion 
on a large scale an allmetal pump 
would be necessary. 

The stock emulsion contains 662-3 
per cent of oil. To make a 2 per cent 
emulsion for use in a 200-gallon spray 
tank it is necessary to use 6 gallons 
of the stock emulsion. : 

Precaution should be taken to pre- 
vent the stock emulsion from freezing, 
which occurs at @ temperature of 
about 15 degrees F, above zero. 

Use Soft Water. 

In case difficulty is experienced in 
making: “a! proper>" emulsion, --due~'to 
hardness of the water, the water used 
should be softened by the addition of 
1 pound of caustic soda or lye per 100 
gallons of diluted spray. The taustic 
soda should be dissolved in 2 or 8 
gallons of water and ,then added to 
th€ spray tank and thoroughly stirred,

PLANTING PEAS FOR 
ALL-SEASON SUPPLY 


Soil Should Be Prepared the 
Same as for Other Crops. 


Some Fertilizer Should Be Scattered 
Where Row Is to Be Planted and 
Then Raked in— Scatter 
. Seed Along in Furrow. 

In planting garden peas first pre- 
pare the sofl the same as for other 
crops, then scatter a little fertilizer 
where the row is to be planted and 
rake this into the soil, Next stretch 


a line and make a deep mark with the’ 


corner of the hoe. The bottom of this 
mark should be at least three inches 
across. so that the seed can be' spread 
,SOitewhat and not crowded too closely 
together. Scatter in this 
furrow’ 15 to ‘20 to the fodt, 
then cover about three inches ‘deep 
and slightly firm the soil over the 
seed with the back of the hoe. About 
twy weeks will generally elapse be- 
fore the sprout appears above the 
ground.

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FEDERAL-AID HIGHWAY WORK 


Texas Leads With 1,116.4 Miles Com- 
pleted, and Minnesota. Ranks a 
Close Second.

Measuring the network of federa!- 
aid highways spread over the country 
during the past five and one-half years, 
the bureau of public roads, United 
States Department of “Agriculture, 
places their total length, January 1 
last, at 28,741.6 miles, and their cost at 
approximately $500,000,000. The fig- 
ures repfesent 12,007 miles of complet- 
ed roads over which traffic is flowing 
today and 15,834 mileg of roads under 
construction and on that date estimat- 
ed to be, as a whole, 70 per cent com- 
plete. “ : 


In mileage of completed federal-aid 
roads, Texas leads with a total of 1,- 
116.4 miles. In addition, there were 
under construction in Texas on Janu- 
ary 1 a total of 1,381.9 miles of federal- 
aid highways whose estimated total 
cost was nearly $22,000,000. Minneso- 
ta ranked second, with 1,066.6 miles, in 
the amount of completed federal-aid 
highways, the cost of the system being 
slightly over $10,000,000. Of that sum 
the federal government paid $3,878,- 
663. In Minnesota there were under 
construction the first of the year 791.2 
miles of federal-aid highways, whose 
estimated cost was placed at $10,055.- 
757. Other states with comparatively 
large mileages of completed federa}-aid 
highways on January 1 were: 

Hlinois, 722.9 miles, costing $24,608,- 
958, of which $11,221,464 was paid by 
the federal government; Nebraska, 
682.7 miles, costing $3,627,767, of 
which the federal government paid $1.

Labor costs on federal-aid projects

FIND HIDDEN TURKEY NESTS 


When Confined in Pen Until Late in 
Day, Laying Hen Will Ga 
Straight to Her Eggs. 


A quick and easy way to find stolen 
nests of turkeys is to confine the 
birds from early morning to late after- 
noon. The laying hens will then \go 
Straight to their nests to lay the eggs 
which they are holding, say. poultry 
-‘Specialists..of the United States De- 
partment. of Agriculture. When tur- 
key hens have free range they» nest 
usually in obscure places: and: often 
wander a half mile or more from home 
before they find a nesting place that 
sults. them. 

If attractive hesting places are pre- 
pared about the barnyard, the turkeys 
sometimes lay in them, Such nésts 
are easily made from boxes or bar- 
rels, or by scooping out a little earth 
in the shape of a shallow bowl, piling 
brush round it to satisfy the hen’s de- 
sire for seclusion. The nest most pre- 
ferred by turkeys consists of a barrel 
laid on its side, in which straw or hay 
is placed. When confined in a breed- 
ing pen several turkey hetis may lay 
in the same nest, but om free range 
each bird usuaily makes her own nest. 
Turkeys do not range far during cold 
weather. In the north, where. the 
laying season often, begins. When there 
is still snow on the ground, the hens 
are more likely to select their nests 
near home.
